BOLOGNA, Italy.—Trial of 
Al- 


fredo Cocchl, charged with the mur- 
der of Ruth Cruger in New York be- 
gan here at 7 o'clock Monday even- 


Existing treaties do not permit ex-

from Italy. The New York authori- 
ties sought to have formalities waiv- 
ed and Cocchl brought back but the 
Italian Government refused to make 
an exception in this case. 
All the 


evidence obtained by the New York 
police, however, has been, placed in 
the hands of the Italian legal offic- 
ials. In case Cocchl was convicted 


• in New York he would face the elec- 
tric chair. 
The maximum penalty 


in Italy would be life imprisonment. 
SENSATIONAL CRIME. 


The crime was one of the 
most 


sensational 
in American 
criminal 


annals. 
For five months, It was a. 


"tt'ssing girl" mystery. Then, prac- 
tically through the unaided efforts 


• of a 
woman lawyer, Mrs. Grace 


Humiston, the girl's body was found 
and 
Cocchl was 
indicted. Mean- 


while, he had fled to Italy. He was 
arrested, on cabled representations 
from the United States, and has been 
held in custody ever since.

Meanwhile, a half-hearted 
effort 


was being made to trace Cocchl. On 
May 31, he was found in Bologna by 
the United States consul. 
He had 


been here since the latter part of 
February. 
GIRL'S BODY FOUND. 


Mrs. Humiston, who had interest- 


ed herself in the Cruger case, refus- 
ed to accept the police theory that 
Miss Cruger had eloped with some 
unidentified man. She clung to the 
belief the girl had been murdered. 
Despite lack of co-operation by the 
police, and in the face of the oppo- 
sition 
of Cocchi's wife, who 
had 


maintained the shop, Mrs. Humiston 
directed a thorough excavation of 
the cellar. 


The search by Mrs. Humiston be- 


gan June 12. Four days later the 
girl's body was found. It was five 
feet below the flooring, wrapped in 
tablecloths, 
blankets and 
towels. 


The body was fully clothed, but the 
arms had been bound tightly by a 
stout rope. 


An autopsy showed the girl was 


the victim of a murderer 
of the 


"ripper" type. A long knife wound 
was found in the abdomen, extend- 
ing to-the spine. In addition, the 
skull had been crushed. Physicians 
believed the wound In the abdomen 
was inflicted after the blow on the 
head but before she died. 


Cocchi was indicted for first de- 


gree murder June 18. He was plac- 
ed under arrest shortly afterward. 
All attempts to extradite him failed. 
A proposition to send a special pros- 
ecutor to try Cocchi also was refus- 
ed by the Italian authorities.

The Republican proposal will be 


emphatically opposed by administra- 
tion forces, Democrats said Tuesday. 
They regard the Fall and Edge reso- 
lutions as simply further evidences, 
they said, of partisan efforts to har- 
rass President Wilson. 


Republicans asserted Tuesday that 


the Fall resolution is within the right 
of congress to pass, since the power 
that declared war has the right to end 
it. They predicted that unless it 
passes, the 
enjoyment of the com- 


mercial benefits of peace by American 
business men will be considerably de- 
layed. 
Republicans denied the Democratic 


charge that Fall's measure Is intend- 
ed to provide an excuse for delaying 
ratification of the 
Paris treaty and 


the league covenant. 


"I introduced the resolution simply 


because I want the United States to 
make peace, the same as France and 
England are making it," Fall said. 
"While Lloyd George and Clemenceau 
have been actually making peace, we 
have been negotiating it. The allies 
will at once begin enjoyment of com- 
mercial benefits, -while we must wait 
final ratification. It is to prevent the 
United States suffering from disad- 
vantage that I propose that we make 
peace for ourselves, without any more 
delay."

RAISING THE GOAT OF THE GOLDEN FLEECE 


T 


HE angora goat (derived from a 
wild Persian species) is understood, 


to have been first bred and reared for 
its golden fleece in the Taurus Moun- 
tains of Asiatic .Turkey. Its wool was 
»pun by the ancient Israelites. 


Exportation of the animals from the 


Turkish dominions was formerly for- 
bidden, and it was with -utmost dif- 
ficulty that Dr W. C., Bailey, of San 
Jose, Calif., twenty-odd years ago, man- 
aged to smuggle four choice specimens 
out of the country. Crossing the Bos- 
phorus, they were hidden under a 
boatload of hay and, disguised as 
black sheep by shearing and sprink-

ling with coal dust, they were driven 
through the streets of Constantinople 
in z. wagon. 


There are now in the United States 


not far from half a million angora goats 
—though comparatively few of them 
are pure bred. Experience has proved, 
however, that a first-class flock of ex- 
cellent fleece producers can be devel- 
oped from ordinary goats In a few 
years' time if two or three bucks of 
proper lineage are put with them- A 
pure-bred buck was sold on one occa- 
sion for Its weight in silver. 


These goats are beautiful creatures, 


milk-white, with short legs and wide- 
spreading, 
spirally 
twiisted horns. 


Their wool, fine and lustrous, with a 
silky sheen, grows in long silvery 
ringlets that look as if curled on a 
curling stick. This is the "mohair" of 
commerce, and so' clean are the ani- 
mals that it does not have to be 
washed before it is used. 


The Department of Agriculture is 


doing its utmost to encourage the 


breeding of angoras, for which pur- 
poses vast areas are available that for 
other use are entirely hopeless. Their 
main reliance for food Is brush and 
-weeds, and in parts of the West thou- 
sands of square miles have been 
cleared for agriculture by the simple 
process of "goating"—which means 
letting flocks of the animals loose to 
browse as they list. 


Angoras make charming pets, and 


one of them will pull a small boy's 
wagon as efficiently as any common 
billy. 
Their meat, especially that of 


the kids, is hardly distinguishable 
from mutton. 
But the fleece affords 


a fiber unequaled for an immense va- 
riety of purposes. 


It Is utilized for many kinds of 


dress fabrics, such as "brilliantines" 
and "crepons." being especially desir- 
able where wearing- quality is a de- 
sideratum. Gloves and mitts are made 
of it; likewise plushes The skins are 
used for children's muffs, -coats and 
capes, and the finest kid fleeces for

collars and trimingg of opera cloaks, 
as well as for baby blankets, soft and 
white. 
Most of the so-called "astra- 


khan" that comes to market is in 
reality goat. 


A small variety of angora domes- 


ticated in Thibet and northern India. 
is called 
the 
"shawl 
goat." 
In 


winter it develops an undercoat of 
delicate greenish wool, which ia the 
stuff used for weaving the famous 
Cashmere shawls. 
Ton goats furnish 


only about enough of it to make one 
shawl four and a half feet sauare. 


Angora kids are delicate, and to 


bring them through the period of In- 
fancy is a problem that always de- 
mands anxious attention. Recently a 
scheme has been devised and found 
successful 
whereby each now-born 


goat is lathered to a peg beneath a 
little pent-roof hutch—the latter readily, 
placed in any spot where it may be 
wanted;—for protection against wet 
and hot sunshine. While tho little, 
ones are thus safely provided for, tho 
mother does are at liberty to wander 
and browse.

TV/TOST people do 'lot realize thf' cx- 


•*•-*• tent, to which the servant problom 
—far more vexing in some ways than 
ever 
before—has 
been solved by 


modern invention. 


There is the kitchen fire, for in- 


stance. ThP housewife lights a match, 
turns a little, liandlo. an'i the fire Is 
ready-made. Not least important, sho 
can control it to a nicety. 
Tnere is 


Just as much lire as she, wants and 
no more. This means economy: and. 
tf course, there la no fuel to store 
or carry, and no dirt. 


So mud-, for pras. But. the, electric 


power companies are, nowadays mak- 
ing a special effort to 
1 perswulo the 


housewife to use their "juice" for 
cooking. They offer it. for such em- 
ployment, at a rate, that is only a 
fraction of what they ask for lighting. 


Tho modern apartment house of 


many stories is a creation of the ele- 
vator, without which it could not exist. 
But tho tenants of HH "Hats" occupy 
these substitutes for homes largely be- 
cause they are. thereby enabled to bp 
relatively independent of. hired "help." 


Their flats are heated by tho apart- 


ment house plant, so that no furnace 
problem bothers them. If they could 
only turn on the cold in summer, as 
they do the heat in winter, they might 
be happy. 


It seemg altogether likely that this 


will be practicable before very long. 
Already in some expensive city hotels 
cold air, in place of Ice, is regularly 
supplied to the refrigerators built into 
the apartment suites.

TTK>R the defense of our harbors and 
*• river mouths, what we need most, 
in the opinion of some military ex- 
perts, Is "water forts"—that is to say. 
floating emplacements for heavy guns. 


Consider, for example, the mouth 


of the Mississippi. It has no land de- 
fenses, for the reason that there Is no 
aolld ground—nothing properly to b« 
called terra flrma-on which to build 
them. Our fleet once smashed, enemy 
warships might 
eteam 
unopposed 


through the "passes" and up the river, 
laying under contribution a vast ex- 
tent of territory. 


Our battleships cannot possibly give 


their attention to defending the mouth 
of the Mississippi; their business is to 
fight the enemy on the high eeas. 
Manifestly, the only available means 
tor keeping hostile craft out of the 
river Is the "water fort" 


But consider tho Delaware and th« 


situation of Philadelphia. Formidable 
forUficatloiui protect tho river channel. 


But (supposing our fleet to b* smashed 
or scattered) what is to prevent enemy 
troops, if in sufficient force, from land- 
Ing at a convenient point on the 
shores of Delaware Bay, marching 
north, attacking the fort* from the 
rear and capturing them? 


No military operation oould be 


easier or more obvious. But floating 
forts, carrying heavy guns, placed on 
guard at the mouth of the bay. might 
make it exceedingly difficult. At least, 
they would greatly delay the foe, 
giving an opportunity for an army to 
assemble for the defense of the land 
forts and of Philadelphia. 


Up the river, beyond the land forts, 


are not only immense shipyards, but 
also thousands of munition factories. 
The territory thus exposed to invasion 
and capture to our greatest center for 
the production of war materials of all 
kinds. 


Think of the advantage to an enemy 


of jalnlng powesHion of aJl «•••* ready 


made facilities for shipbuilding, gun- 
powder making and shell manufacture 
—not to mention many other indus- 
trial advantages he would acquire for 
war purposes! 


It has been the policy of the War 


Department (perhaps unfortunate) to 
establish fortifications not, as a rule, 
at sea entrances, but well Inside of 
harbors and up rivers, where they 
could defend narrow channels. Thus, 
for Instance, formidable works protect 
the narrow neck of Long Island Sound. 
But there Is nothing to prevent an 
enemy from landing troops on Mon- 
tauk Point (beyond reach of the forta1 


guns), whence a railroad runs direct 
to New Tork. Similar conditions gov- 
ern the military problem In relation 
to other American seaports.- 


A ,'6w floating rorta at the entrance 


of Long Island Sound might afford, 
from OTir point of view, a satisfactory 
solution of this problem. It will nat- 
urally be aaked. How shall «uch "water 


ton. which is a hot town. He. If any- 
body, . ought to he able to achieve 
coolness. 


As a matter of fact, though he may 


swelter in the AVhite House, he can 
always find coolness in his business 
office.

This Is the. so-called "tear gas," a 


German invention, which makes pco- 
plo cry. 


It would be most valuable for use 


against riotous mobs, with which it is 
always most difficult to deal. Police 
clubs assail tho front of tho crowd, to 
compel HH dispersal. 
But those in 


front are unable, to retreat bceauso 
tho jam behind them pushes them for- 
ward. Many broken heads—.some of 
them undeserved—result. 


In extre,mo emergencies of tho kind 


soldiers may use riflew and machino 
guns to clear lh'.' Klreet.s. 
Unfortu- 


nately, 
innocent persons, 
including 


women and children, are likely to

Suppose, however, that tho polico of 


a city, responding to a riot call, are 
provided with hand grenades loaded 
with tear-gas stuff.

vided? The answer ia easy enough. 
We have a number of them already. 
All that is required is to build more 
of them, bigger and more powerfully 
gunned. 


Since the war began our Interested 


attention has been called to the fact 
that the most important fighting In- 
ventions utilized In the great conflict 
are of American origin—for Instance, 
the flying machine, the submarine boat 
and the armored ship. Even trench 
fighting originated In our Civil "War. 
And of all our war inventions by no 
means the least remarkable was the 
"monitor." 


The monitor is In effect a floating 


fort. 
So highly was this type o£ 


fighting machine esteemed by our gov- 
ernment that we kept on building 
monitors for nearly thirty years after 
the Civil War. Today there are nine 
of them In the active service of our 
navy. 


Of course, the original "cheesebox on 


a raft." which fought the Confederate 
Merrlmac, was Improved upon with 
every new edition. Our newest moni- 
tors were commissioned In 1902-1903. 
They axe the Ozark, Cheyenne. Talla- 
hassee and Tonopah — quadruplets, 
each of them being 255 feet long, of. 
3225 tons displacement and carrying 
two twelve-inch breech-loading rifles. 


The point of the argument seems to 


be that similar vessels, perhaps of 
greater sizo and carrying guns of 
larger caliber, might admirably serve 
the purpose of "water forts" for the 
defense of New York, Philadelphia and 
other seaports. 


In other words, Ericsson's Invention 


of more than half a century ago might 
now be utilized to advantage for our 
protection. 
But we need for the pur- 


pose bigger monitors — not 
much 


bigger than those we have already 
built, 'but big enough to carry four 
fourteen-lnch guns, -with a "torpedo- 
defanse battery" of quick flrers on the 
turrets or on a steel flying bridge be- 
tween the turrets. 


Half a dozen floating forta of this 


type iii Delaware Sc.y could ma.k« 
thing* exceedingly unpleasant for an 
invading fleet threatening Philadel- 
phia. 
Six or eight of them might

Beef and Butchers 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS carried a statement issued at Chi- 
cago by the retail meat dealers of the United States in which 
the American people were accused of being responsible for the 
continued high cost of meat by "clinging to eating habits 
which they adopted during the war." The statement went on 
to add that the price of meat at retail had dropped materially, 
and the inference v/as plain that it would drop further if the 
people would eat more of it, and especially the choicer cuts, 
which they had been forced to forego when beef got into the 
high altitudes during the war. Moreover, we were all chided 
for not consuming more mutton and Iamb, though, by the same 
statement, we gathered that either was dearer than other 
meat. 


WE READ THIS pronouncement twice—at first with some 
alarm lest our ratiocination processes were not functioning 
properly and we were doing the knights of the cleaver an in- 
justice, and then with a milder regret that an old friend, the 
law of supply and demand, had been ditched, discarded, con- 
demned by the aggregate meat cutters of these United States 
to the demnition bowwows. 


GOOD PEOPLE, you know now that you have been wrong all 
the while in assuming that if you abstained from using a 
thing, or, in other words, lessening the demand for it, you were 
creating a situation that might lower its price. We learn from 
the butchers that it is the other way about. To decrease the 
price of meat, buy, buy, buy. And don't stop at chuck or 
brisket, but let your taste run rather to the succulent porter- 
house and the rib roast. 


IF, IN YOUR ARTLESS way, you protest that the reason why 
you are continuing to buy the cheaper cuts of meat, and few 
of them at that, is because the price of meat, in the quantity 
and of the quality that you would like, is still beyond your 
means, remember that you have the assurance of the associat- 
ed retail meat dealers of the United States that the way of cor- 
rection lies in buying more beef, regardless of price—and if 
your zeal for the cause of low prices is not satisfied with beef 
you have mutton and lamb to fall back on, though admittedly 
your whistle will cost you higher. But why balk at cost when 
a great natural law is to be demonstrated?
